The 
Survey 4s responsible for sustaining the nationeL 
standard, tn this tnerezsingly scientific branch af 
résearch, and it must be fully equipped to leod, not only 
in India, but in. a yery cimpetitive doternetional ficia 
Where all the principal cluntries in the world ere taday 
Actively engaged.
